The Permanent Counting Stations Report is an annual publication which is produced 
mainly for Ministry purposes but is also used quite extensively by municipalities, 
consulting firms and others. 


Reliable, traffic volume and pattern information is essential for the application of 
traffic engineering techniques in the area of highway planning, operations and 
research analysis. The automated permanent counting stations are a continuous and 
diverse source providing traffic characteristics 365 days a year. Detailed hourly 
directional traffic volume information is stored in a database, from which selected 
traffic characterstics have been extracted and summarized for this publication. More 
detailed information may be made available to satisfy “users” specific needs on request. 
In addition to the permanent count station data, information on ferry crossings, border 
crossings and freeway service centres is also contained in this report.

Permanent Counting Stations 


(PCS) 


Permanent Counting Stations are located at designated sites on the Provincial 
Highway System. The stations operate throughout the year to gather data, to 
identify various traffic characteristics and to provide the major traffic patterns 
found on the Provincial Highway network. These traffic patterns provide the firm 
foundation necessary for the interpretation and application of short term seasonal 
count data. Since December 1985, all stations use model 170 controllers with 
transmission links to a central microcomputer. The Traffic Management and 
Engineering Office is the custodian for the operation of the Permanent Counting 
Stations. 


1990 Permanent Counting Stations Operation 


Twenty-eight PCS stations reported traffic volume and traffic pattern information 
for the full 1990 calendar year.

INTRODUCTION 


1990 Permanent Counting Station (P.C.S.) Data Summary 


On average, P.C.S. Stations throughout the province reported lower increases as 
compared to last year. The volumes in 1990 have not increased by the same magnitude 
as they did in 1989. Generally speaking, the variation in traffic between 1989-1990 
ranges between -3.0% and +10.0%. 


The Greater Toronto Area (GTA) is showing an overall increase in traffic volumes of 
approximately 4.2%. In the area of the province east of the GTA, P.C.S. stations show 
a growth of 2.5% with some reduction in traffic around Port Hope. In the area of the 
province west of the GTA, a growth of approximately 2.0% is being experienced. 
Northwestern Ontario registered an average decrease of 0.7%. The Toronto-Sudbury, 
Toronto-North Bay and Hamilton-Niagara corridors have registered respective 
growths of about 8.5%, 1.2% and 5.0%.

Some changes in the report have been made for better readability, as follows: 


(a) Some P.C.S. names have been changed to reflect more precisely their location, 
with previously used names in brackets. 


(b) Where deemed necessary, secondary location descriptions have been added to help 
pinpoint the P.C.S. location on the road network. 


(c) Instead of reporting ADT factor under the heading “Average Daily”, Average 
Weekday Daily Traffic (AWD) is reported and the heading changed to “Average 
Volumes”. This was done to avoid duplication of factor information, which is 
available in the factor charts (Appendix B). 


(d) Another major change had been done to include a new graph (bar-chart) giving 
the historical AADT and DHV% information for the last 10 years for each P.C:S. 
Due to this, the report format for each P.C.S. has changed. 


Note: In certain instances, information regarding DHV% is unavailable. 
Therefore, DHV% may be omitted from the graph.

There are twenty-three service centres located along Highway 400 and 401. 
Traffic is counted on the highway section and service centre entrance as part 
of the inventory Count Program. Since the service centres are located on 
divided highways, it is assumed that one half (assuming directional split of 
50/50) of the highway traffic has access. It should be noted that the "1/2 AADT 
of Highway Volume" includes the "AADT Service Centre Ramp" volume. 


The Site No. corresponds to the number on the Service Centre map 
which refers to the actual number of each Service Centre. This is for easy 
reference for both internal and external users. 


The HPO No., for internal use only, indicates the highway, station and ramp 
number of each Service Centre and is taken from the the Inventory Count 
Management System. 


The LHRS/Offset No., also for internal use, is a common referencing system to 
facilitate the identification of any location within the highway network, used 
for the purpose of data collection, processing and storage. 


Traffic volume data is gathered annually for the Fleet and Service Centre 
Administration Office and the major oil companies to assist in the analysis of 


major initiatives such as the conversion of restaurants and expansion of facilities 


or services. Since 1984, the service centres which have converted to fast food 
outlets continue to show an increase in traffic volumes. 


Also included is a chart with the locations of all the Service Centres on 
Highway 400 and 401 containing the information on facilities and services 
available at each location, e.g. gift shops, fast food services, etc.
